Dear Kirty: 

Here'B a little report on the spending of your money for Mother. 

I checked with tliree other concerns on single battery Eadio set 
and found out they are not satisfactory. Sears-Eoebuck expert told 
me they handled that kind last year but discontinued because they 
were too expensive and not satisfactory. A real auto battery to go 
with the Set we looked at would cost 0 ^® would not do^ as 

We talked, would require two of them. I was told at Western Auto 
Supply Co. that sometimes on steady use a battery will go down in 
two or three days time. Their remedy was a windmill attachment on 
roof to keep a slrgle battery charged all the time. It cost $18.00 
at the store and required a mechanic to install it, and probably 
another one to keep it operating. The Sears-Eoebuck man told me it 
would cost about $ 20,00 to get one pro'perly installed, with single 
battery. So I got off that tack. Then, I checked over the offerings 
available in multiple battery sets and decided on a special equipped 
one at Sears-Eoebuck Co. They presented a cabinet very much like the 
one we looked at, with two bands, one for domestic and the other for 
foreign reception, a 6 -tube set, with simplified multiple battery 
arrangement. It uses 3 batteries of one size, and one of a larger 
size, with a slicks arrangement of the conmctions on a big pin that 
simply pulls cut of the eld battery box and sticks into tlm new box. 

I traded the regular size batteries for heavy duty and paid the differ¬ 
ence. The old ones wer# 8chedu3*d for 3 months on small and 6 months 
na large, no W they are all due for 6 months^ uniformly. If they go down 
prematurely, I can get service ad.justment, paying only for tliw used, 
and credit allowed on next ones. To secure better performance, we put 
6 ' electric cord connections on all the batteries so they can set on 
the floor, or under table, and be handled easily without disarranging 
the connections. The regular duty .batteries slipped into the top'of"' 
the radio cabinet, with dire results sometimes, I was told, on account 

of corrosion of loud speaker from close contacts. Inasmuch as the 

heavy duty batteries were too large to go into regular cabinet opening, 
we Solved this difficulty with the long connection cords and pla,cement 
on floor, or under table. I am to pick up at Sears-Eoebcuk store hare 

tomorrov/, and take to Mother fiuiday. (We did not get to go last Sunday 

cn account of Norma's indisposition,) Figuring ths aerial, ground-wire, 
heavy duty batteries, special cord convections, by paying all cash, I 
still get off a little less than $50,00. And this is a 6 tube set, 
agairst the 4 tube one we looked at. They rigged up one for me in the 
warehouse end I wf?,s astonished at ^he performance, despite the elevator 
operating, and no nerial. He picked up 6 or 2 Texas stations in a few 
moments, then got several short wave stations: one in N.Y. and several 
others I do not recall. (Come to think of it, he might have had aerial 
on the roof somewhere, but ^d.iis was not In evidence, ond I did not 
ti'ink to .ask.) Anjr way, the tone was sweet, the volume enormous, and 
he guaranteed satisfaction throughout. The tubas are guaranteed for 
12 months and the radio for 90 days, against all trouble. The salesman

told ire they hnA. beer, diatrlbutlng farm radios for l6 years and 
every year they try to get away from maltiple battery sets, but 
always me the change and switch baclc. he told me the set rigged 
■up for Mother would be perfect and all that coiAd be desired. So 
I am hoping I did the right thing. I spent spe^re time for several 
days and believe this is the best combination possible to get. 

We got the oilcloth for Mother's two tables, ordered 25 chicks to 
go with us toiiKtrrow-Sunday, and decided on an ice-box that We will 
fasten on the oar some way and try to 'take with us Surday. It is 
a "oO# ice capacity with extra large space around ice for bottles, 
etc. ^ a^d is side-opener, with 2 doors of course, one to Ice chamber, 
the other tb food storage space. I picked it out after searching 
around, and Norma, went by and o.k.'d it before wc decided on it. 

It It a metal box,- has been well cared for, and the people traded, 

- e t ^sold -tt, to secoid-hmd dealer because they bo'ught a Fr^gldaire. 

It was clean, inside end out, with fine appearance. I,learned that 
a 5 O# box will keep things colder with small piece of ice, vdiereas 
,100# box would be more expensive to keep stocked and likelihood of 
more food spoilage, especially milk end butter, if it ms not full 
of Ice on hot days. I am still .uncert.adn as to an ice delivery 
to Mother, but where there's a will there is a way, and if I cannot 
get e''.S 3 '- delivery, I am certain ,I can arrange it some way by the 
pe^ment of extra monej'- to cover delivery cost. I will ar"aaige to 
do all the peeing, as \w discussed, because Itother would simply tell 
them to go along and do without., I am not so sure she will not do 
something like that even with cash deposited for ice delive-^'- and 
bills all to come to me personally. I intend to have, 5 O# of ice 
delivered every 3 ‘isys d'orlng moderate weather, 'and 5 O# every 2 days, 
on hot days. Tliat should solve the problem. If it does not, we can 
have 25 # delivered every day, or 25 # and 5 O# on alternate days. 

Norma has rouaied up a shelf and two brackets for her old clock that 
we have In our dini^ room, with another clock - simply tp keep it 
for her, and m plan to taka It along with us Sunday. Norma has some 
canned goods, preserves, fruit, etc. and we will have a car full of 
good, interesting items for Mother. I wish j'^ou could be on hand to 
See and listen to the comments. It will be rich. I am sure to get 
a panning for bringing_aQ .much, espaClally on the .radio and ice-box. 
r^will be sure to explain to her that you axe the guilty culprit on 
tlie raxiio, and that you helped with this other items. I believe she 
will be happier when she gets reconciled to their presence in the 
home, ond Norma can do much to ease her down and get things settled.

When I paid tlie rent the other day, I wrote the owner and asked him 
to furnish the paint for inside end outside work. Offered to do the 
labor, req'uested him to fix screens, repair roof, and give us a lease, 
or the equivalent. I have not had time for his reply to date. Win 
let you know when I hear from him. I guess Mother will write j’^ou on 
Monday after the radio arrives Sunday, It will be a nice fibster gift. 
Must run now. Yery busy. I am feeling fine. Hope you axe O.H.

Dear Urty: 

I do not remember having written you since ny return from the trip, 
when we were away eleven days, on a mileage of 3,1^1 iu the ear, with 
no punctures, and only quarts of lubricating oil. Ve were obliged 
to go on business, and Norma aeeom][:anled me at the company's expense. 

I Spent three days and nl^ts In Colucibus, Ohio axA two nights and one 
day in Chicago, the balance of the time was consumed travelling to and 
fro. I aoeompllshed ny mission in both cities, creditably. 

I am sorry to have missed your visit to Houston. I received your wire 
the morning I arrived in Chicago, It having been forwarded from this 
offlcs, and it was too late to do anything about It, as you arrived on 
Friday, the day before, I believe. Mr. Godehaux told me that you came 
to the office and that he offered to assist you In any possible wsy, 
so that was the next best under the circumstances. 

Mother Is happier since I bought the place she Is occupying, and 
I feel that we got it at a bargain price,- $300.00 cash. She selected 
what sha wanted from Montgomery Ward catalog, I ordered It several weeks 
ago, and die Is engaged In supervising the additions and repairs she 
has wanted. We went to the saw-mill and lumber yard at Cleveland and 
ordered an assortment of lumber, a carpenter moved the toilet, built 
a ohloken pen. Later, another carpenter repaired the roof to the eow- 
shed, wont all over the house roof with cement, plugging the holes In 
ths galvanized Iron, and then painted It with black plastic roof paint. 
The exterior has been battened, Where they were missing, and two coats 
of eansxy yellow paint has been applied. Mother selected the color she 
wanted. The Interior is being worked over sll^tly, adding three doors, 
oloslng up the hlg opening between front room and dining room to tsln 
a slzgle door, and we are glazing In Mother's open seresned porch, share 
her bed was placed. (She rented the front two rooms for $9.00 a month, 
unfurnished, to a couple with 9-month's old baly.) We ordered some 
waWhsble Ealsomlne for Inside walls and ceilings, I bou^t a sprey gun 
to put It on with, ai'id the interior decorating Is under way. The woman 
sent for her dining table and odd dresser that was In front vacant room, 
and wanted the stove set up In the kitchen, so I bou^t another dining 
table, a kitdhen stove with a good oven, from second-hand furniture store 
here, and we sent them up with the doors. I secured second-hand sash 
here that will close up the screened porch, so when It Is all done Mother 
will have a comfortable home. She la lord of all she surveys and we try 
to let her do as She pleases, throu^ut. She overworksd In the heat 
one day, fixing the kalsomine on her pantry and Installing soma shelves, 
and. was puny for several days but ap}:;ears to be over It now, and back on 
her feet. I have told her repeatedly not to do too much, to engage a 
man to do the carpentry and painting work, and aha la doing pretty well 
in this respect, but now and then she gets over-ambitious. It Is a 
real pleasure to see her 'unlax' and take on new life.
